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Your Questions On The Sewer Bond Answered

<F/1 \s Note:: The following article attempts to clarify some 
of the confusion and rumors regarding the sewer bond Issue to 
be voted upon by residents of Hazard. Nov. 4 It Is the result 
of research by the Hazard Herald staff, conducted yesterday, of 
long distant phone conversations with officials of the bonding 
company, and of discussions with City officials For reasons of 
simplicity, the Question and Answer methods have been used 
In the article). 

Who will pay for tho towor plant? 

You will, of course That is if you are now have city sewer 
and water service. Within Hazard this involves an estimated 
1100 residences and businesses. As other people are provided 
sewer service, they too will help pay off the bond issue 

How much will I have to pay? 

City Manager Hobwt Wooten. Tuesday afternoon following 
an lengthy, long-distance phone call with officials of the Ken- 
tucky Bonding Co., said the “maximum amount to be paid will 
not exceed 60 percent of your monthly water bill.” If you’re 
water bill is running $2 50 a month, then you’ll be paying an 
additional $1 50 per month. 

' I'm not now on a sowar. If tho bonds aro passed, will I 
got sowar sorvico? 

There are several areas about town not now on a sewer 
Over the past several years, the city has followed a policy of 
expanding the sewer system at a gradual pace There is nothing, 
however, In the bond Issue for hastening the extension of sewer 
service Woodland Park and Bluegrass section of Hazard are 
among the areas without sewer service. 

I got wator sorvico, but am not on a sower lino. Will I havo 
to holp pay for tho cost of tho sower plant. 

No! Only the residences and business which are on sewer 
and water lines will pay the cost. Naturally, when sewer serv- 
ice is provided you. you will start helping the others pay for the 
bond issue, effective as of the date you get the sewer service 



What will become of this money? 

The money will be spent to retire the principal and interest 
on the bond issue, and for maintenance of the sewer plant 
system Maintenance Includes extension of city sewer lines to 
areas now without sewer service. 

What's this about "unlimited taxation?' 1 

When general obligation bonds, the type you will be vot- 
ing on this November, are in referendum, the words "unlimited 
taxation’’ are required by the bonding companies to protect the 
investors who will eventually buy the bonds 

Does this mean that tho City can tax us for any amount? 

If the city doesn’t take in enough money from the users 
of the sewer plant to meet the principal and interest on the 
bonds, the City can be required to tax all property holders to 
meet this obligation Actually/ however, the chances of this 
happening arc slim 

If tho tax bocomos nocottary, for what can this monoy bo 
used? » 

Only to meet the principal and interest on the sewer plant 
and normal maintenance. None of the tax money can be used 
for any other purpose. 

Why didn't tho City use rovonuo bonds? 

Cause it cost more. In rough figures, it would cost the City 
$21,000 more per year for 30 years (the length of the bond 
issue). As figured on Tuesday's bond market by the bonding 
company, money to meet the principal and interest on the 
plant per year under general obligation bonds would be around 
$30,345 The cost, had the city resorted to revenue bonds, would 
have been $51,265. 

Why is this? Tha interest rate won't vary more than 1 por- 
contl 

You’re right there While the interest rate on the bond 
market does fluctuate, the difference between the interest on 
general obligation bonds and revenue bonds is rarely ever more 



than 1 percent. General obligation bonds, of course, have a 
lower interest rate because they are voted upon by all of us 
and represent our promise to pay the bonds off. 

Revenue bonds, however, also have an obligation. And that 
is: bonding companies require that the City raise one and one- 
half times the amount of money actually necessary to retire 
the yearly principal^and interest requirements. For example: 
If it took $1,000 a month to retire a general obligation bond 
issue, it would take $1,500 to retire a revenue bond. A small 
portion of this extra-$500. of course, can be explained by the 
higher Interest rate in a revenue bond. But not all! The balance 
is set aside in a reserve fund, which the bonding company 
could tap should the city not meet the principal and interest on 
a revenue bond. 

In a nutshell, the City is using general obligation bonds to 
hold down the interest rate and to avoid having taxpayers pay 
money into the reserve fund that is required under revenue 
bonds Remember, as of Tuesday, it was roughly $21,000 cheaper 
per year to use the general obligation bond. 

How much is tho plonf going to cost? 

This question, of course, just can’t be answered anymore 
than you can tell what a house is going to cost until you’ve taken 
bids The engineer’s estimate of the cost is $687,000 The Federal 
government is giving us $206,000. and on Nov. 4 you’ll decide 
whether you want the plant by approving or rejecting a bond 
issue for $525,000. 

I've got you now) $525,000 and $206,000 equals $731,2501 

Right you are — leaving a balance of $44,250. And accord- 
ing to the City Manager, this money will be used towards buy- 
ing the site for the plant and purchasing the necessary right of 
ways for the trunk line to the plant. Gotta have a place to put 
the plant! 

"I've hoard tha City had now plans engineered for the plant 
when old ones were already drawn up? 

Right again. Plans were engineered in 1049 for a sewer 
plant here, but last year when the City started once again to pre- 



pare for the project Federal and Sate officials rejected them as 
inadequate. New plans were required if we were to get the 
Federal aid Even now. the new plans are only in the process 
of being approved. 

Which bonds did the bonding company recommend? 

Take the word of John Ferra, a representative of the Ken- 
tucky Bonding Company, which is handing the bond issue 
Ferra said, qu'te obviously, that general obligation bonds were 
recommended to save the City money. He noted: 

"We, as fiscal agents, could have recommended either way 
But we wanted to get the best deal we posstbly could for Haz 
ard.” 

This reserve fund? What becomes of it? 

Remember) This “reserve fund” is not involved in thn 
general obligation bonds you’ll be voting on in November Th*. 
reserve fund is required only under revenue bonds which we 
won’t be concerned with But fo( explanation: the reserve fund 
is a sort of savings account, which the bonding company could 
take over if a community does not pay off the revenue, bonds 
If a city meets it obligations, then the re*erve fund become* 
just so much savings banked by the City Your money tied 
up for the period of the bond issue. 

What size vote is required to pass the bond issue? 

A two-thirds vote is required 

What happens if the bond issue fails to pass? 

Several things For one, we lose the Federal money for the 
plant. It reverts back to Uncle Sam if we don’t take advantage 
of it this year. We can, however, start all over again, make an- 
other application, and th«i sit it out until we get the money 
That could be next year, five years from now. or 15 years from 
now. No one knows 

Or, City Commissioners have it within their power to pass 
revenue bond issue for the sewer plant The revenue bond, of 
course, is the one we referred to above as costing considerably 
more.
